2* The spscialineeting was called by the Chairman at the 
suggestion °f to consider the proposed Progress Report 

to the ESC as drafted by OCB on sections 2 and 8a of NSC-169. 

The proposed wording of the pertinent sections (signal Monitoring 
and intelligence evaluation of technical effectiveness) had been 
circulated with the agenda for the Meeting. 

3* explained his purpose in posing the problem to 

tfaa Committee • Be felt 'that th© draft was unsa-tisfactory sine© it 
did not adequately reflect the actions that had been taken and 
were being taken and that it gave the Impression that we were not 
in as good a position to estimate the technical effectiveness of 
broadcasting as previously reported. He suggested the advisability 
of reconsideration of the NSC -169 policy with a view to possibly 
recommending minor changes therein. He had arranged to postpone 
the due date of the report until after the Schramm conference so 
that we now have several weeks to propose any desired changes. 

4. During the discussion, the following points were mode: 

a. The Joint approach to monitoring now being worked 
out in the USCIB is not viewed with favor by USIA. There 
is fsorae feeling that a separate requirement for NSC-I 69 
monitoring might meet with success if not carried in 
State* a intelligence channels. 
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c . With respect to ©valuation, the suggestion was 
mode that an inter-agency estimates c o mm it tee might serve 
a useful purpose in der^in^pointed estimates of tech- 
nical effectiveness. suggested consideration 

of three alternative procedures: 


(1) Preparation of the estimates by BES with 
coordination of other interested agnecies. 

(2) Expansion of the mission of TEAC for the 
purpose of preparation of estimates.

(3) Formation of some new group for the 
purpose . 


In this connection, it was pointed out that TEAC was 
designed to obtain agreement, in advance, on methods of 
analysis to be used by BES and that BES had usually 
deliberately avoided clearing conclusions with TEAC in 
order to maintain its independence.
